ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

OF  THE 

DEWSBURY  &  DISTRICT  GENERAL  INFIRMARY. 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1933. 

In  presenting  their  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  ended 
December  31st,  1933,  the  Board  have  to  record  that  the  work 
of  the  Infirmary  has  continued  in  an  increased  manner. 

It  is  now  three  years  since  the  New  Infirmary  was  opened, 
and  the  Board  have  convincing  proof  in  the  extent  and  quality 
of  /the  work  done  that  the  erection  of  the  New  Infirmary  was 
essential  and  has  been  amply  justified. 

The  work  has  been  carried  on  with  untiring  energy  in  the 
airy  wards  and  the  well  adapted  special  treatment  departments 
which  are  now  available.  The  inhabitants  of  Dewsbury  and  the 
large  area  served  by  the  Hospital  are  realising  the  worth  of  the 
Infirmary  in  restoring  them  to  health  and  are  coming  in  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  year  by  year  to  avail  themselves  of  the  skill, 
methods  and  equipment  now  to  their  hand  in  a  modern  hospital. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  record  that  the  provision  of  private  pay 
ward  treatment — a  facility  which  it  was  impossible  to  give  in 
the  old  Hospital— is  proving  a  boon  to  many. 

The  Board  are  very  gratified  with  the  progress  of  the  work 
in  the  Orthopaedic  Department,  in  which  the  majority  of  the 
patients  are  children.  The  care  of  the  children  should  have 
a  special  claim  on  any  general  hospital,  as  it  is  on  them  that  the 
future  welfare  of  the  country  is  dependent.  The  work  which 
is  being  done  in  the  Department  will  doubtless  be  reflected  in 
after  years. 

The  War,  which  created  so  many  cripples,  caused  great 
advances  to  be  made  in  orthopaedic  surgery,  and  your  Board 
have  been  alive  to  the  necessity  of  making  this  knowledge 
a  living  force  to  benefit  the  crippled  people  of  Dewsbury  and 
District.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  income  from  Annual  Subscriptions 
and  Hospital  Saturday  Collections  has  increased  very  little, 
the  totals  being  £1605  and  £3222,  respectively,  in  1933,  as  against 


£1670  and  £2920,  respectively,  in  1929,  notwithstanding  that  the 
amount  of  work  and  corresponding  total  cost  have  increased 
enormously. 

The  Board  feel  that  they  must  stress  this  fact,  as  they  are  con¬ 
fident  that  larger  support  will  be  forthcoming  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  the  income  and  expenditure  when  the  well  wishers  of  the 
Infirmary  fully  realise  the  position. 

The  increase  in  receipts  from  Public  Authorities  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  payment  for  orthopaedic  treatment  of  school  children, 
referred  to  previously.

The  increase  of  expenditure  in  1933  over  that  of  1932  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  In-Patients,  more 
major  operative  work,  and  to  repairs,  painting,  etc.  The  Board 
feel  that  the  trend  is  for  all  these  items  of  expenditure  to  grow, 
and  cannot  look  to  any  decrease  in  these  directions. 

They  are,  nevertheless,  always  alert  to  the  imperative  need 
of  control  and  the  closest  scrutiny  of  expenditure  in  all  directions, 
but  they  are  determined  that  the  Hospital  shall  not  stand  still, 

and  that  no  economies  shall  be  made  which  will  impair  the 

Hospital’s  efficiency  as  a  home  of  healing.

Mr.  Sam  Ashworth  was  elected  President  at  the 
last  Annual  Meeting,  and  he  has  been  a  most  worthy  successor 
to  the  many  excellent  Presidents  in  past  years. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Gundill,  O.B.E.,  has  been  the  Chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  for  the  last  twelve  months,  and  Mr.  W.  Gill 
and  Mr.  E.  P.  Lobley  have  continued  in  office  as  Honorary 
Treasurer  and  Honorary  Secretar}^  respectively.

In  view  of  his  great  help  over  this 
long  period,  the  Board  unanimously  recommend  that  he  be 
elected  a  Vice-President. 

Honorary  Architect. 

The  Board  appointed  in  August  last  Mr.  Norman  A. 
Blackburn,  A.R.I.B.A.,  as  Honorary  Architect. 

Staff. 

Resident  Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Kennedy,  2nd  House  Surgeon,  resigned  in  June  last, 
and  Dr.  J.  C.  Ait  ken  was  appointed  in  his  stead.  The  latter 
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resigned  in  December  and  Dr.  A.  Reid  was  appointed  as  2nd 
House  Surgeon.  Dr.  Ramsay,  the  Senior  House  Surgeon, 
also  resigned  in  December,  after  eleven  months’  valued  services, 
and  Dr.  B.  W.  A.  Fleming  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Nursing  Staff. 

Five  nurses  completed  their  training  during  1933,  and 
Nurses  I.  M.  Smith,  J.  P.  Bishop,  E.  A.  Wright  and  C.  Cullen 
passed  the  final  examination  of  the  General  Nursing  Council 
of  England  and  Wales. 

The  standard  and  character  of  the  work  in  the  Hospital 
examinations  and  Wards  were  again  excellent,  and  credit  is 
due  to  the  Matron,  the  Sister  Tutor,  and  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  for  the  training  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  have  kindly  continued  to  give 
lectures  regularly. 

At  the  Annual  Prize  Giving  and  Re-Union,  Dr.  Jane  Walker, 
C.H.,  Ll.D.,  J.P.,  honoured  the  gathering  with  her  presence, 
and  presented  the  prizes.  Her  interesting  and  practical  address 
to  the  Nurses  was  highly  appreciated. 

Secretary-Superintendent. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Price  resigned  the  office  in  May  last,  on  securing 
an  appointment  to  a  similar  post  at  the  Stockport  Infirmary. 
The  Board  and  friends  made  a  presentation  to  him,  as  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  their  appreciation  of  his  good  work  for  a  period  of 
three  years.  Mr.  Fred  Smith,  Administrative  Secretary  of 
the  Highbury  Pensions  Hospitals,  Birmingham,  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  out  of  112  applicants. 

Hospital  Saturday  Fund. 

The  income  from  this  Fund  shews  a  welcome  increase  of 
£272  Is.  4d.,  and  the  amount  raised  of  £3222  8s.  6d.  is  a  record. 
It  should,  however,  be  mentioned  that  part  of  the  increase  is 
due  to  some  of  the  amounts  being  paid  in  more  promptly  last 
year  than  in  1932,  which  means  that  two  years’  contributions 
of  some  Works  appear  in  the  one  year’s  figures  for  1933. 

Most  grateful  thanks  are  given  by  the  Board  to  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Committee,  the  firms,  the  collectors  and  all  who  have 
contributed  to  this  record  collection. 

THANKS. 

The  Board  are  conscious  and  appreciative  of  the  great 
amount  of  work  entailed  in  many  directions,  and  give  warm 
thanks  to  subscribers,  donors,  and  all  others  who  have  helped, 
financially  or  otherwise. 

It  is  pleasurable  to  mention  the  following  collective  efforts, 
viz.  : — 
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Dewsbury  Carnival. 

The  2nd  Annual  Carnival  Week  was  held  in  June  last. 
Although  bad  weather  was  unfortunately  experienced  during 
the  week,  the  Committee  by  their  strenuous  endeavours 
found  themselves  in  a  position  to  hand  over  £201  11s.  6d.,— 
£151  11s.  6d.  for  the  General  Account  and  £50  for  the  Carnival 
Bed  Endowment  Fund. 

Gentlemen’s  Infirmary  Aid  Committee. 

This  Committee  continues  its  work  for  the  Infirmary  with 
unabated  energy,  and  were  able  to  make  a  handsome  grant  of 
£450,  £70  having  also  being  previously  given  to  the  Dewsbury 
Carnival  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  their  request,  £150  was  placed  aside 
towards  the  Endowment  of  a  Cot  in  their  name. 

Ossett  Carnival  Committee. 

This  hard  working  band  of  supporters  sent  a  contribution 
of  £220,  and  their  praiseworthy  help  is  most  welcome. 

Ladies’  Linen  Guild. 

The  Guild  has  had  a  most  successful  year,  and  were  able 
to  continue  to  provide  all  linen,  etc.,  required.  The  Board 
heartily  congratulate  them  on  their  labours,  which  were  so 
successful,  thus  guaranteeing  a  large  saving  of  expenditure 
to  the  Board. 

Convalescent  Fund. 

Miss  Thwaites,  the  teaching  staff  and  the  pupils  of  the 
Wheelwright  Girls'  Grammar  School,  raised  £86  12s.  lOd. 
by  collections  amongst  themselves  for  this  Fund.  It  was 
extremely  kind  of  them  to  work  hard  in  this  way,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  School’s  Sale  of  Work  usually  held  could  not  take 
place,  owing  to  the  transfer  of  the  School  to  new  premises. 

Infirmary  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff,  by  means  of  a  Garden 
Party  and  Sale  of  Work  in  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital  and  by 
hard  work  in  many  directions,  gave  the  splendid  contribution 
of  £100  towards  the  Endowment  of  a  Nurses'  Cot. 

Their  thoughtful  action  amidst  a  bus}/  life  is  highly  apprecia¬ 
ted  by  the  Board.

CONCLUSION. 

The  Board  have  regard  of  all  the  help  which  is  given  and  feel 
that  this  is  a  proof — if  any  were  needed — of  the  warm  affection 
the  Infirmary  has  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Dewsbury,  Ossett, 
Heckmondwike,  Liversedge  and  surrounding  villages. 

The  Board  are  also  fully  conscious  that  greater  endeavours 
require  to  be  made  to  make  the  Income  meet  the  Expenditure. 
The  accumulated  deficit  is  now  £5550,  and  the  position  has  to 
be  faced,  if  the  usefulness  of  the  Infirmary  has  not  to  be  curtailed 
by  reduction  of  available  beds  and  the  lessening  of  the  ex¬ 
pensive  specialist  departments.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that  a  continual  deficit  discourages  expansion  and  improvement 
of  the  hospital’s  services. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  to  consider  the  methods 
to  adopt  to  meet  the  situation,  and  the  Board  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  should  aim  at  an  assured  income  : — • 

(, a )  By  appealing  to  all  who  can  afford  to  become  regular 
Annual  Subscribers  of  £  1  Is.  or  more.  (  At  present  there  are 
only  310  Annual  Subscribers  of  such  sums  in  Dewsbury 
and  the  whole  area  served). 

(i b )  By  the  formation  of  a  Voluntary  Contributory 
Scheme  for  Employees,  under  which  all  will  be  ashed  to  contri¬ 
bute  a  specified  small  sum  regularly  week  by  week.  Many 
Hospitals  throughout  the  country  have  inaugurated  similar 
methods  with  unqualified  success,  and  the  Board  feel  that  they 
can  confidently  rely  upon  the  workers  in  the  whole  of  the  Area 
served  by  the  Infirmary  to  take  up  the  challenge  and  see  that 
Funds  are  forthcoming,  so  that  the  sick  and  suffering  shall 
continue  to  have  at  their  Infirmary  the  best  which  skill  and 
modern  methods  of  treatment  can  give.

To  Children’s  Ward. 

Visiting  is  allowed  on  production  of  card  issued  on  Sundays  only  from 
2-30  p.m.  to  3-30  p.m. 

Not  more  than  two  visitors  permitted  on  any  one  visiting  day. 

If  patients  are  on  the  “  Dangerously  Ill  list,  special  permission  for 
visiting  is,  of  course,  given. 

Visiting  by  Children  is  not  allowed. 


*  In  patients,  on  admission,  are  to  provide  a  change  of  linen,  soap,  towel, 

tooth  brush,  hair  brush  and  comb. 
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PRIVATE  PAYING  PATIENTS. 

A  limited  number  of  beds  may  be  used  for  the  following 
patients  : — 

Category  “  A.” 

Patients  whose  economic  circumstances  are  just  above  those 
of  patients  usually  admitted  to  a  general  ward  of  a  Hospital. 
Category  “  B.” 

Patients  who  cannot  meet  the  cost  of  a  Nursing  Home 
and  normal  professional  fees,  but  who  can  meet  modified 
accommodation  charges  and  modified  professional  fees. 
Category  “  C.” 

Those  able  to  pay  the  usual  Nursing  Home  fees  and  the 
usual  professional  fees. 

Category  “  A.”  CHARGES. 

£3/3/-  per  week  for  maintenance.  No  professional  fees 
will  be  asked  for  patients  admitted  under  this  Category. 
Category  “  B.” 

£4/4/-  per  week  for  maintenance.  The  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  have  agreed  to  accept  modified  fees,  which  should  be 
arranged  by  the  patient  with  the  Doctors  concerned,  for  patients 
admitted  under  this  Category. 

Category  “  C.” 

£5/5/-  to  £7/7/-  per  week  for  maintenance,  according  to 
the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient.  The  usual  pro¬ 
fessional  fees,  which  should  be  arranged  by  the  patient  with 
the  Doctors  concerned,  will  be  charged  for  patients  under  this 
Category. 

Maintenance  includes  board,  residence,  ordinary  nursing, 
medicine,  dressings,  use  of  operating  theatre  and  attendance 
by  the  Resident  Medical  Staff. 

Patients  remaining  in  for  less  than  a  week  will  pay  at 
least  4  days’  maintenance. 

A  minimum  maintenance  fee  of  £2/2/0  will  be  charged  for 
minor  operations. 

Extra  charges  will  be  made  under  Categories  “  B  ”  and 
"  C  ”  for  special  services,  such  as  : — 

A  special  Nurse.  A  Bacteriological  Report. 

A  General  Anaesthetic.  Massage  Treatment. 

An  X-ray  Examination.  Ultra-Violet  Light  Treatment,  etc., 

Patients  will  be  expected  to  bring  their  own  toilet  re¬ 
quisites  and  articles  of  clothing,  and  to  be  responsible  for  their 
own  laundry. 

Two  visitors  are  allowed  daily  from  2.30  p.m.  to  4.30  p.m. 
and  from  6.30  p.m.  to  8  p.m. 

Patients  may  be  sent  in  by  any  Doctor  in  the  Infirmary 
Area,  but  treatment  may  only  be  given  by  Members  of  the 
Infirmary  Medical  Staff.
